Applicant's argument with respect of the use of oxide film having chromium enriched surface have been said to be inherent feature in the 
office action. The Examiner respectfully disagrees because Tanaka is clearly recited in col. 5, line 66 - col. 6, line 1 that oxide films having 
chromium enriched surface is used as part of the eletrode member. 

Applicant also argues that the feature of the presently claimed invention is not inherent in Tanaka's disclosure. The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees because the Examiner only relies inherency to show that the oxide films is formed by oxidation treatment. The limitation of 
perfoming oxidation treatment does not add any structure to the invention so therefore, as long as Tanaka discloses oxide films having 
Chromium enriched sufaces formed on main discharge electrode member the limitation is satisfied. 

Applicant further argues that one of ordinary skill in the art would not understand oxide films having chromium enriched surface to be 
necessary present in Tanaka's disclosure. The Examiner respectfully disagrees because Tanaka discloses that oxide films having 
chromium enriched surface is used as part of the electrode member (col. 5, line 66 - col. 6, line 1 ). 
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
